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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 , 3, 4, 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over any of Wu et al -156 (see col. 3, lines 26-45), Wu et al 
2001/0013921 (paragraph 20) or European Patent Application 952,476 (col. 6, lines 18- 
35) in view of Wertheimer for reasons of record. Given the disclosure in any of the 
primary references concerning using electrolysis — ie, electrochemical methods — to 
make the mold tools, it is submitted prime facie obvious that one of ordinary skill in this 
art would have known about electrochemical methods as generally taught by 
Wertheimer to make the mold tools of any of the primary references. The stencil/die 
plates of the secondary reference are made of metals which the instant mold tools 
would be made of (steel) and one of ordinary skill would have used methods as shown 
in Wertheimer for ease of production and the uniform and smooth surface thereby 
obtained. As generally set forth earlier, it is maintained that the limitations of the 
dependent claims are also obvious over the applied references. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In view of the cancellation of claim 2 and its recitations put into claim 1, the 102 has 
been changed to a 103 — however, the rejection remains basically the same. Applicant 
notes that neither of the references teach the aspect of the cracking or splitting of the 
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contact lenses and hence the claims must be allowable. However, if references are 
combinable for other reasons, they do not necessarily have to teach the instant problem 
and solution therefor. In the instant case, it is submitted that one of ordinary skill in the 
art would have found it obvious to have employed the electrochemical machining taught 
in the secondary reference in the method of any of the primary references to produce 
mold tools quickly and with smooth surfaces.
